The young minfster, calling himself 


the Rev. Ivan M. Gray, who passed: 
worthless checks for $100 on. Maplewood 
and Greenwood merchants, before sud- 
denly quitting the pastorate of the 
Greenwood Congregational Church, was 
but an “imposter using his 
name. 

This was the announcement’ made in 
a letter received Monday by the Rev. 
Herman Swartz, pastor of the Nebster 


Groves Congregational Church, from the 
Moody Bible Institute in Chicago, where 
he wrote to inquire about Gray. 
Gray, the letter stated, is pastor of 
a Chicago church, stands high among 
his fellow clergymen, and has never 
been in St. Louis or its suburbs. 
The man who called himself Gray had 
held the Greenwood pastorate four 
months at the time of his disappearance. 
He had come from Hannibal, where he 
told St. Louis Congregational ministers, 
ke had served for several months. 

15 Cents in One Bank. 
Check& drawn by him on the Bank of 
Maplewood were rejected by the bank 
Jan, 2, cn the ground that Gray had only 
15 cents in the bank. Most of the 
checks had been given for bills smaller 
than the amount named on their face, 
and the recipients had given the minis- 
ter the change. The Maplewood Laundry 
had paid out $8 in change on a $10 
cheek and the Union Dairy Co. had paid 
$10 on a $15 check. 
When these and three other com- 
plainants sent one of their number to 
look for the minister, he had left his 
boarding house at 3335 Cambridge ave- 
nue, Greenwood. He did not return and 
the inquiry by other ministers followed 
He had said he was a graduate of the 
Moody Institute, so the Rev. Mr 
Swartz wrote there.

RUNDER 1S FINED 
3/000, SENT 10 
AIL 6 MONTRS 


Former Cashier of the Postof- 
fice Pleads Guilty on — 
~~ One Count. 








Francis B. Runder, former cashier of 
the Postoffice, pleaded guilty in the 
United States Ceurt Monday to one of 
the counts in a $7000 embezzlement 
charge, and' was sentenced by Judge 
Riner to spend six months in the Iron 
County Jail and to pay a $7000 fine. 

“This leaves my wife and two children 
helpless. I haven't a dime in the 
world,” said Runder as he walked out 
in custody of a deputy marshal. 

He said that he had been unable to 
get steady work during the three years 
since he lost his Postoffice position, 
while he was at liberty on bond, and 
that.he nad ylelded at timeg to the 
temptation to drink. 

General sympathy is expressed for 
Runder about the Federal building, the 
case being in this way in marked con- 
trast with the recent one of Alonzo F. 
Shriner. 

Runder's shortage was discovered Oct. 
15, 1906, and he was indicted on charges 
of failure to deposit postal funds In the 
Subtreasury, of embezzling $1000, and of 
making false returns. He was tried 
in January, 1908, before Judge Carland, 
and the jury disagreed. He pleadef 
guilty to the failure to deposit charge, 
by agreement with Assistant District 
Attorney Daues. 

Runder’s thefts were explained at the 

time they were discovered as being due 
to family exgenses and his desire to be 
a “good fellow.’’ No one source of large 
expenditures, aside from his family, was 
disclosed. 
‘The shortage was made good by Post- 
master Wyman, who is now seeking. re- 
lief from Congress in a bill , introduced 
and championed by Representative Caul- 
field .of the Eleventh (North St. Louis) 
District.

Delegate and Culture Club 
Allies Can Save T hem- 
“sélves by Testimony. 








Delegate Frank Hussey, Charles 
(“Hardluck’’) Haughton and Beverly 
Brown will not be indicted in connection 
with the shooting of Patrolman Hutton 
in the West End Physical Culture Club, 
if they will tell the truth when they 
appear before the grand jury Monday 
afternoon. 

This declaration was made Monday 
morning by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Rosskopf. The case, in which “Connie’’ 
Sullivan and Danny Hogan have thus 
far been indicted for assault with intent 
to kill, has been left entirely in Ross- 
kopf’s hands by Circuit Attorney Jones. 

Hussey, Haughton and Brown, who 
were brought back in frons from Spring- 
field, lll., Saturday afternoon, are not 
at present accused of any offense in 
connection with the shooting of Hut- 
ton, according to Rosskopf. On the con- 
trary, the assistant prosecutor said, the 
testimony thus far obtained has been 
that Hussey and Haughton ‘eft the 
clubroom in the old church before Sul- 
livan fired the shots which entered the 
policemar.s arm and abdomen. 

“What will be done with Hussey, 
Haughton and Brown depends on them- 
selves,’’ said Rosskopf to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “If they tell the truth 
they ‘will not be indicted. There is no 
charge of inciting riot or being acces- 
gory to assault against any of them. 
All they did, so far as we know, was to 
sing.”’ 

William Callahan and Wiliiam Den- 
nigson were arrested Monday in connec- 
tion with the Hutton Shooting case. 
They will be required to appear before 
the grand jury. 

Hussey and Haughton will be ques- 
tioned, it is expected, regarding the fir- 
ing of shots in the air, testified to ny 
George Brazier, the boy singer. This is 
believed to ‘have been done with a pur- 
pose of luring the policemah, who had 
just left the room, back to his death. 

John (‘“‘Heavy’’) Cennors, who is ac- 
cused by the boy .of having ordered the 
firing of the shots, and who is under 
arrest, has also been summoned as a 
witness. 

Following police raids Sunday after- 
noon on a dozen lid clubs, Capts. Pickel 
and Schoppe Monday reported to Ex- 
cise Commissioner Mulvihill that two 
clubs, the Tammany Democratic, at 1001 
Brookiyn street, and the Third Ward 
Democratic, 18% North Twelfth, were 
run by former State Senator Schoen- 
laub in connection with his saloon, 
which is near that latter number.

NEW YORK, Jan, 2%.—A sentinel on 
post transmitting calls, a relay station 
along the océan's dark highway flash- 
ing words of cheer and life was the 
part played by the swift French liner 
La Lorraine in the marine tragedy of 
the Republic and the ‘Florida, ending 
happily for most of those who in these 
ships had gone down to the sea. 

On the Lorraine the boat deck holds 
the brains, the nerve centers of the 
ship, for here are the Captain’s quar- 
ters, the lower bridge and the Marconi 
outfit. The hutch of a telegraph office, 
situated among funnels, ventilators, 
stays, lifeboats, guys, buckets, wires 
and cinder-strewn life rafts, through 
the long hours of Saturday was the 
very life of the ship. 

The bandbox of a place, crammed with 
mystic mechanism and jars, was sacred 
ground. <A. strong-armed sallor stood 
guard over it and allowed no trespass. 

A knock on the door next morning 
brought a haggard tigure to the portal 
with bloodshot eyes and pallid lips. He 
was the only one of two masters of the 
wireless key, holding the salvation of 
a regiment of men and women in their 
hands, who had kept up through a te- 
dious ordeal on bare nerve. 

Told im Brief Messages. 


The operator on La Lorraine is M. 
Bour, and his relief is Ernest Mon- 
rouseau. Neither would consent to make 
public the communications they had 
handled without the consent of Capt. 
Edouard Tournier, who in turn felt 
“safe” in telling all he knew and allow- 
ing the rest to be told only on the con- 
sent of Paul Faguet, American agent 
of the French line. The captain, too, 
had come through a wearying experi- 
ence. It required the approbation of his 
agent before the commandant could, in 
his succinct style, tell What had hap- 
pened and how he had'worked in with 
the wireless to promote the transmis- 
sion of mystic messages. 

M. Monrouseau read off the copies of 
the Marconigrams, which had to be han- 
died in English because he was convers- 
ing with English-speaking steamers and 
stations, although they were posted 
aboard ship in both English and French 
for the most part. 

From the morning watch of Saturday 
vntil Sunday afternoon MM. Bour and 
Monrouseau had been on duty. 

“It was about 7 a. m. on Jan. 23,” 
said Monrouseau, speaking with both a 
mathematical precision and ai strong 
French accent on every syllable, as if 
he were tapping each letter of each 
word on his flashing instruments or 
methodically taking it down with ear 
and nerves on the tension. 

Call Heard and Repeated, — 
“From Siasconsett came the distress 
call, ‘C..Q. D.’ I spring, I jump and 
drop everything but this. Outside it was 
all dark, absolutely all fog.

Reading with painful deliberation and 
almost unintelligible accent, the faith- 
ful young scientist delineated each sim- 
ple step in the chain of mystic com- 
munication. He read literally, showing 
in his translations and transcriptions 
how every unnecessary word or letter 
is eliminated from a ‘‘wireless’’ to the 
economy of both time and money, the 
first in this case more important than 
the other.

Feared Going Ashore.

Up to this time and until his knowl- 
edge had clarified, Capt. Tournier as- 
sumed that the Republic ‘was ashore 
somewhere. He feared going ashore 
himself.

Also he might 
make as much noise as possible to di- 
rect our steerings, because the fog is 
thick. (Signed) M. L. L.’”

SUPPORT CREECY 
N CRITICISMS 


No Assistance From Chief 
Smith or Detectives in War 
on “Bottoms Gang.” 


Official records of the Police Depart- 
ment corroborate the declaration of 
Chief Craecy made to the Post-Dispatch 
Saturday that the long continued war on 
members of the “Bottoms Gang’’ has 
been waged by the uniformed members 
of the department without any assist- 
ance from Chief Smith or his detectives. 

The first outbreak on the part of the 
‘Bottoms Gang’’ since Chief Creecy and 
Chief Smith assumed charge of the po- 
lice and detectives nearly three years 
ago, was the assault upon Patrolman 
Spottswood Joplin at Jefferson avenue 
and Olive street. 

After the assault on Joplin it devel- 
oped that one of Chief Smith’s men, 
Dennis Cunningham, Who was promoted 
from special officer to the rank of de- 
tective shortly after Smith was made 
Chief of Detectives to succeed Desmond, 
was an eyewitness to the assault. 

A charge of cowardice was preferred 
against Cunningham. because he had 
failed to go to Joplin’s assistance or in 
any way to make an effort to arrest 
any of the assailants. At the trial of 
his case it was shown that Cunningham 
stood in the crowd that surrounded 
Joplin while the policeman was being 
beaten by the “Bottoms Gang.” Chief 
Smith, who had recommended that the 
charge against Cunningham. be pigeon- 
holed, defended the detective. Cunning- 
ham was found guilty and dismissed 
from the force. 

Numerous Robbertes. 

Subsequent to the dismissai of Cun- 
ningham numerous robberies and as- 
saults have been laid at the door of the 
“Bottoms Gang,”’ and each offense was 
followed by raids on the West End 
Physical Culture Club, headquarters of 
the gang, or round-ups of the individ- 
ual members of the crowd. These raids 
and round-ups were always made by 
members of the uniformed police. 

Police Make Arrests, 


Two robberies and a murderous assault 
upon a policeman constitute this year’s 
record of the gang. Following the rob- 
bery of Fred Fox, a traveling salesman 
of Chicago, who was brutally beaten 
after $86 had been taken from him, the 
uniformed ‘officers of the “Carr Street 
District raided the West. End Physical 
Culture Club and arrested about ten 
members of the “Bottoms Gang,” in- 
cluding Toney Foley, the reputed leader. 

After John Sanders, a livestock dealer 
of East St. Louis, had been robbed of 
a diamond pin in the clubhouse, the 
uniformed men of the Carr Street. Dis- 
trict again raided the club and arrested 
seven alleged members of the gang, in- 
cluding Beverly Brown, secretary of ..1e 
club, who was tending bar at the time 
of the robbery. 

In both cases the police failed to re- 
cover the stolen property, the men 
who had actually committed the rob- 
beries having made their escape before 
the raids were made. In neither case, 
so far as the records of the department 
show,. did detectives make any effort to 


tfind the real robbers or to arrest any 


of the fugitive members of the gang on | | 
ruspicion.

Chief Smith explained that in his opin- 
irn the uniformed men and special offi- 
cers of the Carr Street District should 


‘be able to cope’ with the situation. The 


explanation seems to have satisfied the 
commissioners. 

Within a period of much less than a 
year more than a half-dozen men were 
beaten or drugged and robbed in the 
neighborhood of the West End Physi- 
cal Culture Club. Sometimes the rob- 
beries were committed on the sidewalk 
near Jefferson and Washington ave- 
hues, sometimes the victims were 
robbed in carriages hired at 
Twenty-third street and Washington 
avenue, a short block from the club- 
house, and sometimes they were lured 
from all-night restaurants in the vi- 
cinity of the club. 

Victims Left the City. 

The victims always gave descrip 
tions of the robbers, but when the uni- 
formed men of the Dayton Street Dis- 
trict, Manchester Avenue District or 


‘Carr Street District reached the West 


End Club they always found it deserted. 
Later, when they would arrest members 
of the gang they would find that the 
victim had left the city or that he 
would refuse to prosecute. The police 
were convinced that the prosecuting 
witnesses had been “reached” either by 
threats of violence. or by coaxing, but 
they were powerless to proceed with a 
prosecution. 

Not a single victim of any of those 
cdepredations was ever summoned to de- 
tective headquarters to.look at a mem- 
her or several members of the “Bottoms 
Gang’’ in an effort to get an identifica- 
tion. Not one of them was ever asked

Not a single mem- 
ber of the gang was ever brought in 
by sleuths and questioned by Smith 
about some of the robberies. 

If a man who is robbed of a small 
sum by a negro woman of. the half- 
world makes complaint, there is an im- 
mediate round-up of all the negro 
women living in the neighborhood of 
the scene of the robbery. The women 
@re placed in the holdover and later 
questioned and the victim is requested 
to inspect them for the purpose of iden- 
tification. These robberies are consid- 
éred petty larceny affairs of the door- 
mat variety but they are treated by the 
detectives as robberies. But the mem- 
bers of the ‘“‘Bottoms Gang’’ seem to be 
immune from the regular treatment. 

Since the attempt to murder Policé- 
man John Hutton was made by ‘“Con- 
nie’ Sullivan, paroled convict and mem- 
ber of the gang, the detectives depart- 
ed from their rule and made the first 
arrest of any of the gang members.

Vanderbilt Says “I Cannot 
Discuss Matter.” 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. %—A San 
Francisco paper prints on its first page, 
under large headlines, a repor@ that 
Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. of New York 
has separated fgom her husband. 

The news, the story says, was first 
brought by Californians returning from 
the East; then was circulated in those 
financial circles where the Vanderbilt 
heldings are so important, and was dis- 
cussed by local friends of the former 
Virginia Fair. The story continues: 

“At the time of the financial panic 
it was generally reported that William 
K. Vanderbilt Jr. was pressed for ready 
money. Negotiations were opened for 
the sale of certain property of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt in San Francisco. The mat- 
ter was allowed to drop, but the trans- 
action is now pending, and in the ar- 
rangement of details to the satisfaction 
of all parties there came te light cer- 
tain differences in the house of Vander- 
bilt.’’ 

Mrs.’ Vanderbilt Is Silent, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—When a dis- 
patch from San Francisco saying it was 
printed there that she and her husband 
had separated was brought to the at- 
tention of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Jr., 
the only reply she would make was: 

“I cannet discus my personal affairs.”’ 

Young Mr. Vanderbilt left for Europe 
last Thursday. 

Mrs. Herman Oelrichs, Mrs. Vander- 
bilt’s sister, in answer to an inquiry as 
to the truth of the report that the W. 
K. Vanderbiits Jr. had separated, said: 

“I am not going to discuss that affair 
for a minute. Don’t bether me with 
other people’s troubles.”’ 

In the last year Mr. Vanderbilt ef- 
fected many economies at his Deepdale 
estate near Great Neck, L. I. He start- 
ed by dismissing many workmen em- 
ployed on road-building and other im- 
provements, proceeded to the dismissal 
of a number of the household servants, 
and wound up by leasing the whole 
place. 

Whatever misunderstandings there 
may be between young Mr. Vanderbilt 
and his wife, it would appear that they 
have been brought to a climax within 
the last two months. 

Lett His Wife at Home. 

Early in December last Mr. Vander- 
bilt sailed somewhat suddenly from 
Newport on his yacht, the Tarantula, 
for a cruise in South American waters. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt, contrary to custom, 
remained at home. The Tarantula put 
into Havana, to which port rumor of 
alleged disagreement in the Vanderbilt 
household had floated. Mr. Vander- 
bilt, however, when questioned by a 
newspaper man, refused to reply. 

Mr. Vanderbilt left his yacht in Ha- 

vana early this mornth, saying she was 
in need of repairs. He returned to this 
city on board the Ward liner Mexico, ar- 
riving here on Jan. 9. From the steam- 
ship he went direct to the Brook Club. 
_ Young Mrs. Vanderbilt was at the 
time in the home in Fifth avenue. She 
gave a large dinner party and a musi- 
cale during the wees« Mr. Vanderbilt 
was in the city. He was not present at 
either. His return was so unexpected 
that neither his father nor his wife 
knew he was in the city until they had 
been informed by reporters. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. K: Vanderbilt Gr. 
were about to sail for Europe when his 
son's return Was announced. They de- 
layed their departure for the express 
purpose, it was said, of advising the 
young man in connection with his do- 
mestic and financial affairs. 


Sailed Thursday for France. 

But W. K. Vanderbilt Jr.’s stay here 
was very short. In less than two weeks 
be was on the ‘ocean again, this time 
pound for France. He sailed last Thurs- 
day.

Dispatches From Chicago 
Partially Identify Her as 
Missing Wife. 


PISTOL WAS STOLEN 





Young Woman Who Found 
Body Saw Man Pick Up 
Something Near Spot. 





Dispatches from Chicago say that it 
is believed there that the young woman 
who shot and killed herself on the front 


porch of the home of W. D. Cook, a 
negro preacher at 15 North Leffingwel! 
evenue, may have been Mrs. Mary 
Wheeler, 20 years old, who disappeared 
from her home ins Chicago Jan. 19. 

Her husband reported her disappear- 
ance two days later. She weighed 125 
pounds and her hair was dark and her 
clothing is thought by the Chicago po- 
lice to have answered the description of 
the garments worn by the young woman 
who shot herself. 

A coroner’s jury Monday returned a 
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verdict of suicide. The woman’s iden- 
tity was not established. 

The conclusion that she killed herself 
was largely due to the testimony of 
Lithia Freeman, a negro girl. 

The Freemans live across the street 
from the Cook residence. 

At 2 a. m. Sunday Lithia was sent 
to Cook’s home to telephone to a doc- 
tor that Mrs. Freeman was ill. 

Lithia says as she went up the steps 
she saw something huddled in a corner 
ot the porch. 

“I looked closer and saw it was a 
lady,” she said.  ‘“‘Her white hands 
lying so still in her lap scared me and 
I ran away. Just then a tall, black 
man came around the corner. I told 
him there was a lady lying on the 
porch and asked him tq ring Mr. Cook's 
doorbell. The black man sent me home 
for some matches. 

“I stood out'in the street and the 
black man went up on the porch. He 
lit a match and stooped down and looked 
at the lady. I saw him pick up some- 
thing that was lying near her. He put 
it in his pocket. Then he rang the door- 
bell and hurried away. 

Post Mortem Indicates; Suicide. 

A post-mortem examination by Dr. 
Joseph Meinhard shows that the wound 
was of such a character that it must 
have been self-inflicted. The young 
woman, apparently, had placed the muz- 
zle of the revolver in her mouth and 
pulled the trigger. 

She was neatly, but not finely, clad in 
dark clothing. In a pocket of her jacket 
was found a note in Yiddish. One sen- 
tence read: 

“Tl would rather consign my body to 
the worms than to have the blood 
sucked from me.”’ 

Translators to whom this was shown 
say that it was not necessarily a threat 
to commit suicide, as it is an idiomatic 
Yiddish expression indicating that the 
person who uses it is in deep trouble. 

No one in the neighborhood of the 
Cook home ever saw the young woman 
before. She was seemingly 22 years 
old, of dark complexion and of medium 
height. ' 

In the note the young woman men- 
tioned her friend Sadie or Sosie Teffer. 
On her dark red three-quarter length 
ceat was the mark of J. Cohen, 209 East 
Thirty-fifth street, Chicago. The shoes 
bore the name of Daniel Packer, 208 
North Twelfth street, Chicago. 

A pair of gold-rimmed nose glasses 
were fastened to her coat by a chain. 
She had no jewelry and her purse was 
empty. There was no physical indica- 
tion of a reason for suicide. 

Three handkerchiefs were in her hand- 
bag. Two bore the ‘initial 8S., and the 
other was embroidered with the létter 
C or G.

Louls met dt the Centenary Methodist 
Church to discuss the Gipsy Sneith meet- 
ings. The evangelist preached a sermon 
to the preachers in which he made some 
decidedly pertinent remarks: 

“It has become the custom,”’ he said,

If no danger lurked in this periodical jingo 
clamor and abuse of a friendly nation, the whole 
proceeding would be ridiculous.

As the case stands, the fine will 
have to be paid, although a majority of 
the Supreme Court judges have not held 
that the act for which the fine was 
imposed is atcrime. The Court has not 
really laid down the law, and until it 
shall do\so carriers and shippers can- 
not tell “where they are at.” 

It was under the Elkins rebate law 
that the Alton was prosecuted. It has 
been the custom of railroads to make 
refunds to various industrial companies 
whose switching tracks they used. This 
practice undoubtedly has been made a 
cover in many instances for the pay- 
ment of rebates. If it is unlawful to 
pay anything for the use of the tracks 
the roads will Lave to stop using them 
and provide others. If it is lawful ‘o 
pay reasonable compensation the roads 
should know it. Where the roads own 
the switching tracks they do not know 
What to do. If they charge the shipper 
a little more for freight moved over 
them, long-established usiness con- 
ditions will be disturbed. If no charg? 
be made they may be accused of dis- 
criminating against the owners of plants 
to which they have no tracks of their 
own.

Fred was a con- 
sumptive whose life was considerably 
lengthened by participation in athletics. 
Every once in awhile he would quit 
the game and straightaway fall into a 
decline. He would then resume hurdling 
and build up again. 

“I must say, however, that the thing 
can be overdone and is being overdone 
‘with the schoolboys. They are train- 
ing the youngsters too fast, and now I 
understand they have instituted a sys- 
tem of classifying boys by the weights. 
Bringing a growing boy to a weight is 
bound to be disastrous. If a boy finds 
that by taking off three/ pounds he can 
get into a smaller class, he’s going to 
try to reduce. Then the competitions 
for the youngsters don’t in my opin- 
ion, help them. The excitement attend- 
ing a contest is likely to cripple a boy’s 
nervous system. It keeps him awake 
two nights before the race, has him on 
too fine an edge when race time comes 
before a big crowd, and is apt to get 
him to sleepless nights afterward. The 
way to train boys is to let them be 
‘boys, play hop scotch, prisoner’s base, 
leapfrog and so on as we all did. If 
they must have contests let them be 
made like play instead of competition. 

‘‘The apparent agony on the face of 
athletes at the finish of a contest is 
trifling. It means nothing more than 
the expression of some people who dis- 
tort their faces when writing or playing 
bdilllards."’

If a boy finds 
that by taking off three/ pounds he can 
get into a smaller class, he’s going to 
try to reduce. Then the competitions 
for the youngsters don’t in my opin- 
ion, help them. The excitement attend- 
ing a contest is likely to cripple a boy’s 
nervous system. It keeps him awake 
two nights before the race, has him on 
too fine an edge when race time comes 
before a big crowd, and is apt to get 
him to sleepless nights erward. The 
way to train boys is toSlet them be 
‘boys, play hop scotch, soner’s base, 
leapfrog and so on as we all did. If 
they must have contests let them be 
made like play instead of competition. 

‘The apparent agony on the face of 
athletes at the finish of a contest is 
trifling. It means nothing more than 
the expression of some people who dis-

His remarks were addressed chiefly 
to the “old boys” in the house and he 
took his text from the play itself, one 
of George Ade’s wholesome revelations 
of American humor. He informed these 
gray-haired chaps that a bit of a holl- 
day now and then was helpful to the 
staidest men. The story told in ‘‘Fa- 
ther. and the Boys’’ proved this truth. 
“It is full of suggestions,’’ sald Mr. 
Crane slyly. 

The Wholesomcness of Old Lemuel. 

And so it is, especially when the role 
of old Lemuel Morewood is played by 
Mr. Crane; who puts into it a zest for 
life’s fun such as many of us have 
noted in breezy souls like this of the 
father who got a fresh grip on his off- 
spring by out-trotting them adown the 
joyous amusement pike of mundane ex- 
istence. There’s a whole lot of human 
nature in resourceful old Lemuel—so 
much, indeed, that he has made a big 
New York hit since his first visit to St. 
Louls last season and, apparently, 
pleases his second-year-audiences even 
more than he did his first. It’s his 
‘‘gameness” that does it, along with the 
humorous naturalness of the attempt. 
You know well that the old fellow's 
joints must have creaked sorely, be- 
cause a hot pace was set for him, but, 
he stuck it out like a hero. 

And so you laugh applaudingly at “fa- 
ther’’ and rejoice mightily when he 
shows ‘“‘the boys” that ‘‘there’s life in 
the old man yet.”” Such a role couldn't 
fall to a better exponent than Mr 
Crane—he himself is one of those hardy,
